Floyd County Tiagedy in Wliicli Two 
Young INen are Shot. 



Floyd county's criminal record has 
Just had another chapter added to 
the bloody part bf its history. 

On last Saturday Arthur Martin 
killed his cousin Oscar Martin, and 
the latter'b brother Sandy shot Ar- 
thur. The t.'uiililu occurred al Ad. 
Uolberl s biure, I'rlnler posloflice, 
ou tho loft fork ot Heaver. Arthur 
Martin, age about 17, called Oscar 
out of the store and shot him to 
death. Sandy, a. aixteen-year-old 
brother of the murdered man, quick- 
ly procured a gun and shot Arthur, 
but did not kill him. We have not 
learned how seriously he is wound- 
ed.

Wayne Circuit Court, imposed a 
fine of %2j upon Lelba Perdue for 
klUIng Franklin Keuderlck. The 
jury had found the girl guilty of 
Involuntary manslaughter, which 
carried with it a sentence of con- 
finement of from one day to one 
year. Kendrick was the girl's broth- 
er-in-law, bis first wife having been 
her sister, and by whom he had one 
child. It was shown at the trial 
that not long after bis wife's death 
Keiidrii k began lo pay court to his 
young sister-in-law, who was but 16 
years old, and finally sought and ob- 
tained her consent to marriage with 
him. The girl alleges that under 
promise of marriage he . groasly 
wronged her and then persistently 
refused to marry her. 

In the meantime Kendrick had 
w ooed, won and plarrled another wo- 
man. A few weeks after this mar- 
riage he, with his second wife, drove 
up to the i'erdue bouse, not far 
from Kellogg, and where the child 
of the former marriage lived with 
Its aunt and grandfather. His pur- 
pose waa to get this child, and 
hen he entered hte house a dis- 
pute arose over bis treatment of the 
girl which she ended by shooting 
bim four times, the last shot kill- 
ing bim almost Instantly. Kendrick 
dying iu the arms of hla three weekif 
bride, who hud met him about a 
year ago in a Huntington hospital, 
where be was a patient and she 
was his nurse. 

The girl'B father took her to Ce- 
redo, where she was placed in the 
hands of the 'authorities, but after- 
wards released on bond. 

The defense put up the plea that 
the Perdue girl bad brooded over 
the marriage of the man she said 
had wronged her after promise to 
marry, until bhe was teihporarlly In- 
sane. The unwritten law was also 
a defense. 

In disposing of (he casa Judge 
W'ilkerson made quite a. lengthy and 
Interesting statement from which 
the NEWS makes some extracts. 

"While the Jury has at least 
found this girl guilty of accidental 
killing resulting from the negligent 
use of fire arms, they have still left 
It lu the power of the court to Im- 
.juse a fine or jail seiiteiue or both.

So open were the 
hearts of those rugged worshipers 
that they were not content even 
with this but summoned old Sach- 
em Massasoit and all liis swarthy 
retainers, and tlie least was spread.

ry sauce Is of less ancient origin, 
but we find no mention of It much 
before the early part of this cen- 
tury. Days set apart for Thanksgiv- 
iu'i were known to the Israelites 
and are mentioned throughout the 
Bible. Tliey were in freiuieiit use 
in Kugl.iUd before the reformation, 
and were in fretiuent use by I'ros- 
testants afterward, espoelally in the 
church of England, where they were 
a fixed custom long before they 
were in the colonies.
